Crop Reported Adapted to Ad- 
verse.” Conditions. , 


East. Lansing, Mich., May 12th.— 


Nearly 10,000 acres of speltz..were} 
grown in Michigan last year, -according |. 


to figures given out by the:farm -crops 
department at M. A. C., which indi- 
cates a tremendous increase:in the use 
of the crop. The popularity of the 
cereal is thought by Prof. J. F. Cox of 
the college to:‘be due to its‘ ability to 
produce a-.profitable yield: .under un- 
favorable conditions. ‘The term ‘speltz’ 


-}is. used_. for—_both_true—spelt_and - for 


emmer, mostiof the grain:called speltz 
in Michigan. being white .emmer,. in 
fact. ; 
Speltz has proved to be better adapt- 
ed than oats,! barley or wheat: for pro- 
duction under adverse conditions. On 


light,.infertile or.poorly prepared soils, 


or under conditions: where ‘preparation 


of the land for-seeding-has: béen delay- |: 


ed, speltz | is the more profitable crop. 
On soils i ih-condition to produce avers 
age-or good-crops of .oats,- barley or 
wheat, speltz_is of little value, how- 
ever. 

While speltz should usually be plant- 


ed in April or early May, being handled | 


as oats are: handled, ‘it -is:-possible to 
plant.in late.May.with assurance of a 
crop.. Two bushels of seed to the acre 


is advised: -Clover ‘may. ‘be planted]: 


along with-speltz, as in the case of oats 
or barley. The seed should be treated 
-for smut as oats or "Wheat is treated.

-year..was .27.26 bushels, while large
